3 Fatally Shot at Wis. Spa 


After manhunt, body 
of suspected gunman 
found inside the salon 

Brookfield, Wis. 

A man police suspected of killing 
three and wounding four by opening 
fire at a tranquil day spa was found 
dead Sunday afternoon after a six- 
hour manhunt that locked down a 
shopping center, country club and 
hospital in suburban Milwaukee. 

Authorities said they believed the 
shooting was related to a domes- 
tic dispute. The man they identified 
as the suspect, Radcliffe Franklin 
Haughton, 45, of Brown Deer, had a 
restraining order against him. 

Brookfield Police Chief Dan Tush- 


aus said Haughton died of a self-inflict- 
ed gunshot wound and that his body 
was found in the spa. Authorities ini- 
tially believed Haughton had fled. 

The shooting happened about 11 
a.m. at the Azana 
Day Spa, across from 
a major shopping 
mall in Brookfield, a 
community west of 
Milwaukee. Ambu- 
lances and police 
vehicles collected at 
the scene after the 
shooting. Hours later, a bomb squad 
descended on the building; Tushaus 
said an improvised explosive device 
had been found inside. 

Shortly before authorities said 
Haughton’s body had been found, 
his father, Radcliffe Haughton Sr., 


said that he had last spoken to his 
son a few days ago, but didn’t have 
any indication anything was wrong. 

A witness, David Gosh of near- 
by West Allis, said he saw a woman 
emerge from the spa, screaming as 
she ran into traffic Sunday morning. 

“She ran right out into the street 
and was pounding on cars,” Gosh 
said. Moments later, he said, a man 
with a handgun ran out, appeared 
to chase her, then went back inside. 

Court records show a temporary 
restraining order was issued against 
Haughton Oct. 8 because of a domestic 
abuse complaint. On Thursday, a no- 
contact order was issued and Haugh- 
ton was told to turn over all his weap- 
ons over. It was not clear who sought 
the restraining order, but his father 
said he was married, dinesh ramde (ap)

Liberal Icon McGovern Dies at 90 


South Dakota senator 
advocated for those 
who were ‘kept down’ 

Sioux Falls, S.D. 

An unwavering advocate for lib- 
eral Democratic causes, George 
McGovern was a devoted Democrat 
even when the party establishment 
turned away from him in defeat. 

The former senator from South 
Dakota and a three-time candidate 
for president died Sunday morning 
at a Sioux Falls hospice, a family 
spokesman said. He was 90. 

In his career-long quest for pro- 
grams to feed the hungry, in the 


U.S. and worldwide, McGovern 
worked in partnership with Bob 
Dole, a former Republican leader 
of the Senate. 

In his 2011 book, “What It 
Means to Be a Democrat,” McGov- 
ern wrote: “Above all, being a Dem- 
ocrat means having compassion for 
others. ... It means standing up for 
people who have been kept down.” 

That was the essence of his 
program during four terms in the 
House, three in the Senate, and a 
doomed and crushed presidential 
campaign in 1972. By the time he 
was nominated for the White House, 
McGovern had been marginalized 
by rivals in his own party, who said 
he was too far left to be elected. Pres-

ident Richard M. Nixon was the 
overwhelming favorite. (McGovern 
joked that he had wanted to run for 
president in the worst way — and 


that he had done so.) 

A decorated World War II bomb- 
er pilot, McGovern said he learned 
to hate war by waging it. He argued 
fervently against the Vietnam War. 

McGovern’s family had said 
late last week that he had become 
unresponsive while in hospice care. 
“We are blessed to know that our 
father lived a long, successful and 
productive life advocating for the 
hungry, being a progressive voice 
for millions and fighting for peace,” 
the family said in the statement. 

President Barack Obama 
remembered McGovern as “a 
statesman of great conscience and 
conviction” in a statement Sunday.

Protests over killing 
of official spark fears 
of sectarian strife 

Beirut 

The funeral for Lebanon’s slain 
intelligence chief descended into 
chaos Sunday as soldiers fired tear 
gas at protesters who tried to storm 
the government palace, directing 
their rage at a leadership they con- 
sider puppets of a murderous Syr- 
ian regime. 

The assassination of Brig. Gen. 
Wissam al-Hassan in a massive car 
bomb Friday threatens to shatter 
the fragile political balance in Leb- 
anon, a country plagued by decades 
of strife — much of it linked to 
political and military domination 
by Damascus. 

Al-Hassan, 47, was a powerful 
opponent of Syria in Lebanon. He 
headed an investigation over the 
summer that led to the arrest of for- 
mer information minister Michel 
Samaha, one of Syria’s most loyal 
allies in Lebanon. 

He also led the inquiry that 
implicated Syria and Hezbollah in 


the assassination of former prime 
minister Rafik Hariri in 2005. 

On Sunday, thousands of people 
mourned al-Hassan in a subdued 
gathering in downtown Beirut. 

But the mood quickly changed: 
A Sunni cleric, Osama Rifai, gave 
a fiery speech, telling the crowd 
to “take out their swords” and not 
“be like women.” Lebanese jour- 
nalist Nadim Qutaish also called 
on mourners to “storm the govern- 


ment headquarters!” 

“The Sunni blood is boiling!” 
the crowd chanted as hundreds 
of people clashed with security 
forces. More than 100 protesters 
broke through a police cordon of 
concertina wire and metal gates, 
putting them within 50 yards of 
the entrance to the palace. 

The killing of al-Hassan has 
laid bare some of Lebanon’s most 
intractable issues: the country’s 


dark history of sectarian divisions, 
its links to the powerful regime in 
Damascus and the role of Hezbol- 
lah, the Shiite militant group that 
dominates Lebanon’s government 
and is Syria’s closest ally. 

Many fear the crisis could lead 
to the kind of street protests and

Former Venezuelan vice president

Jordan: 11 Held

Jordanian authorities arrested 11 
suspected al- Qaeda-linked mil- 
itants for allegedly planning to 
attack shopping malls and Western 
diplomatic missions in the coun- 
try, the government said Sunday. 

The plot is the first to be 
unveiled since a triple hotel bomb- 
ing in Amman almost seven years 
ago, which killed 60 people.

Dupont South Reopens 



Escalators fixed, exit 
at Red Line station is 
back to operational 

Washington 

Metro general manager and CEO 
Richard Sarles joined local offi- 
cials Sunday to cut the ribbon 
on new escalators at the south 
entrance to Dupont Circle station. 

Come Monday, this could affect 
the travel habits of thousands of 
Red Line riders who have been 
confined to the station’s north 
entrance and exit for the past 
eight and a half 
months while the 
three long escala- 
tors on the south 
side were replaced. 

Though the per- 
formance of Metro 
escalators is infa- 
mous, the transit 
authority usual- 
ly chooses to repair them, rath- 
er than replace them. That’s how 
bad these three were. 

The replacement job was a dif- 
ficult one, partly because of the 
confined work space. 

The three-escalator bank is in 
a spot that had been designed for 
two units. 

Another complicating factor 
was the safety plan that needed 
to be put in place before the work 
could proceed. 

“Too often, customers who use 
this station were faced with the 
unpleasant choice of climbing 85 
feet and more than 100 steps to the 
surface, or turning back and using 
the north entrance instead,” said 
D.C. Council member and Metro 
board member Muriel Bowser, 
D-Ward 4.

work and investment that we are 
making, together with our region- 
al and federal partners, to improve 
safety and reliability. We also 
thank our customers and the sta- 
tion’s neighbors for their patience 
and understanding during the 
construction of this important 
improvement.” 


At all times, there had to be 
one unit in there that could be 
used as an emergency staircase 
in the event the station needed 
to be evacuated. 

The smaller escalators between 
the platforms and the south mez- 
zanine were kept in operation, 
even though the mezzanine was 
closed, in case they were needed 
to move riders in an emergency. 

Extra police and Metro staff 
were kept at the station to either 
quickly fix one of the remain- 
ing escalators or to aid in crowd 
control. 

Among all of Metro’s many 
reconstruction projects for 2012, 
this was one of a handful that got 
the most attention. 

According to a press release 
from the transit agency, 94 esca- 
lators are scheduled for replace- 
ment over the next seven years.

Immigrant students 
depend on Md. voters 
to reach school goals 

Rockville 

They came to the United States as 
children with little idea, if any, of 
what it meant to overstay a visa. 
They enrolled in public schools, 
learned English, earned high 
school diplomas. Like many of 
their classmates, they pondered 
college choices. 

But as undocumented immi- 
grants in Maryland, they then had 
to confront the reality that they 
must pay two to three times what 
former high school classmates pay 
to attend the state’s public colleg- 
es. It is a rule that, for many stu- 
dents of modest means, puts a col- 
lege education out of reach. 

With one exception: Montgom- 
ery College. There, many study and 
wait for a verdict from Maryland 
voters on a Nov. 6 ballot measure 
that may determine whether they 
can afford to advance to a four- 
year college. 

“I know people in Maryland 
believe in education,” Ricardo 


Campos, 23, born in El Salvador, 
said the other day 
at the student cen- 
ter in Rockville. 
“I’m hanging on 
their vote.” 

Question 4 
asks voters to 
affirm or strike 
down a law that 
the legislature 
passed last year, 
known as Maryland’s version of 


the “Dream Act,” which grant- 
ed certain undocumented immi- 
grants the ability to obtain in-state 
tuition at public colleges and uni- 
versities. The subsidy comes with 
conditions. Among them: To take 
advantage, students must first go 
to a two-year community college. 

Critics say discounting tuition 
for students who lack permission to 
be in the country is an unjustified 
giveaway of potential tax dollars.

Details of the Law 

To obtain in-state tuition from 
a public four-year college, undocu- 
mented students would be required 
under the law to earn an associate’s 
degree or at least 60 credits from a 
community college. Students would 
have to provide documentation that 
they, or their parents or guardians, 
had filed state income tax returns. 


dent enters the system, it is a net 
loss of revenue,” said Del. Patrick L. 
McDonough, R-Baltimore County. 

Montgomery College offers in- 
state tuition to any student who 
graduated within the past three 
years from a Montgomery County 
high school. President DeRionne P. 
Pollard said the policy is consistent 
with the school’s mission. 

“We say, ‘Send us everyone who 
can come here, and we provide edu- 
cation to you — the underserved, 
the undereducated, the returning 
homemaker, the dislocated work- 
er,’ ” Pollard said. That includes, 
she said, immigrants with a recent 
Montgomery high school diploma. 
“That’s our job. It’s about access.”

Two weeks to go, and one debate left. 
Here are the issues to expect tonight. 


Washington 

One day out from their last debate, 
Republican Mitt Romney and Pres- 
ident Barack Obama crammed for- 
eign policy and took a rare break 
from swing-state campaigning. 

Monday’s debate in Boca Raton, 
Fla., represents one of the last 
major opportunities for Obama 
and Romney to capture the atten- 
tion of millions of voters — espe- 
cially that small but sought-after 
group of voters who haven’t yet 
made up their minds. 

Two weeks out from the elec- 
tion, the race appears to be tied, 
with both candidates taking 47 
percent among likely voters in a 
Wall Street Journal/NBC News 
poll released Sunday that reflect- 


ed a boost of support for Romney 
after his lauded performance in the 
first presidential debate on Oct. 3. 

Both candidates stayed largely 
out of view on Sunday, preparing 
vigorously for their third face-off, 
which will focus on foreign poli- 
cy. Obama huddled with advisers 
at Camp David in Maryland and 
Romney with his team in Florida. 

Although polls show the econo- 
my is of top concern to most voters, 
global affairs have cropped up as a 
key issue in the final weeks before 
the election due to a deadly attack 
on the U.S. Consulate in Benghazi, 
Libya, and unrest in Syria.

Dustup in Debate No. 2 

In Tuesday’s town-hall debate, Mitt Romney criticized President Barack 
Obama for holding a fundraiser the day after the Sept. 11 attack and for not 
calling it an act of terror for two weeks. But what followed was about the 
best Obama could have hoped for out of the exchange. After Obama issued 
a stern rebuke of Republicans and Romney for politicizing the attack, Rom- 
ney took issue with Obama’s statement that he had called the attack an “act 
of terror” the day after it occurred. He asked for Obama to repeat the claim. 
Then moderator Candy Crowley pointed out that Obama had referred to 
“terror” at the Rose Garden press conference. Obama’s actual Rose Garden 
quote: “Our country is only as strong as the character of our people and the 
service of those both civilian and military who represent us around the globe. 
No acts of terror will ever shake the resolve of this great nation, alter that 
character, or eclipse the light of the values that we stand for.” 


What to Look for in Debate No. 3 


For Romney: 

The conflicting 
stories coming 
out of the Obama 
administration 
over the attack 
in Libya should 
make for a potent attack line. Yet, 
Romney has swung and missed twice. 
First, his campaign’s fast statement 
after the attack drew criticism for 
hastily politicizing it. Then he lost the 
Libya back-and-forth in the second 
debate. If Romney takes another 
big swing on Libya and comes up 
empty, his campaign may look back 
on those moments as a key missed 
opportunity. 


ForObama: 

In the wake 
of Romney’s 
debate blunder. 
Republicans

have won that moment but that the 
controversy over the incident would 
ultimately hurt the president more 
than Romney. There’s little question 
that in a foreign policy-focused 
debate Obama will be forced to 
detail why his administration 
reacted the way it did, with so many 
seemingly contradictory narratives 
aboutwhat actually happened in 
Libya.

While Robert Griffin III is quickly 
becoming the NFL’s most exciting 
quarterback, there’s none better 
than Eli Manning with the game 
on the line. 

Manning one-upped the Red- 
skins’ rookie sensation with a pin- 
point 77-yard scoring pass to Vic- 
tor Cruz with 1:13 to play and the 
New York Giants overcame a late 
touchdown toss by Griffin to defeat 
the Washington Redskins 27-23 
on Sunday. 

The winning drive was the 22nd 
of Manning’s career in either the 
fourth quarter or overtime, his sec- 
ond this season and eighth over 
the past two seasons. This pass 
might have been one of the most 
improbable. 

It came two plays and 19 sec- 
onds after Griffin capped what was 
a potential winning, 77-yard drive 
with a 30-yard touchdown toss 
to Santana Moss. The rookie had 
kept the drive alive with a 19 -yard 
pass off a desperate scramble on a 
fourth-and-10 play deep in his own 
territory, and a 24-yard run on the 
next play. 

“He has done it so many times,” 
veteran Giants defensive tackle 
Chris Canty said of the two-time 
Super Bowl MVR “He has real- 
ly bridged his performance in the 
2011 season to the 2012 season. 
It’s just more of the same. He con-

Humorist ELLen DeGeneres built a 
career, Lost it and built it all over again 


IVs hard to remember now, but about a dozen years 
ago, Ellen DeGeneres was dead in the water. The nice 
girl from New Orleans with the sunny disposition and 
the squeaky-clean comedy act had been a star with her 
own sitcom, “Ellen.” But then she had come out as gay, 
such big news at the time that it landed her on the cover 
of Time magazine. Then her character on the show came 
out. Then she and her partner at the time, actress Anne 
Heche, were very kissy-kissy in public. 


The show tanked, the relationship tanked, the 
career tanked. DeGeneres found herself, at 40, 
angry, depressed and out of work. 

“I lost it all,” she says. “I was angry and 
hurt and felt sorry for myself.” 

For the next three years, the only thing she 
had to work on was a voice-over in an animat- 
ed movie. About a fish. It paid scale. Hahaha- 
ha! Fish! Scale! 

Cheer up! It’s Ellen! Happy! Witty! Funny! 

You thought DeGeneres, who’s coming 
to town Monday night to receive the Kenne- 
dy Center’s Mark Twain Prize for American 
Humor, was going to sit around and mope 
about the bad old days? 

The film was “Finding Nemo,” and all it 
did was gross some $920 million worldwide. 

DeGeneres, who voiced Dory, the super- 
cheerful littie blue tang with short-term mem- 
ory loss, is now much, much bigger than she 
was before The Fall. 

Her eponymous talk show has won dozens 
of Daytime Emmys and made her one of the 
wealthiest women on the planet. She earned 
roughly $53 million last year, Forbes magazine 
estimated in May, about the same as Rihanna 
and Lady Gaga. The magazine also rated her 
the 47th most powerful woman in the world.

Watch out. Fox. The Cancellation 
Bear is gaining on you. 

The website TV by the Num- 
bers is making sport out of pre- 
dicting which television series will 
survive or disappear, and the first 
weeks of a new TV season are par- 
ticularly busy. 

Less than four weeks into the 
new season, CBS’ “Made in Jer- 
sey” is already swimming with 
the fishes, and NBC announced 
last Thursday that the comedy 
“Animal Practice” will be out the 
door next month. Site founder 
Bill Gorman, asked to go out on 
a limb, had predicted that Fox’s 
“The Mob Doctor” would be the 
next to disappear — but NBC beat 
him to the punch. 

Gorman and partner Robert 
Seidman regularly tweet about

their predictions as “The Cancel- 
lation Bear.” The name refers to 
the old joke about two men being 
chased by a bear; you don’t have to 
be faster than the bear, just outrun 


the other guy. Most TV shows just 
need better ratings than other pro- 
grams on their network to survive. 

Networks invest high hopes 
and a lot of money to make new 
series but inevitably many — often 
most — quickly fail. Late Octo- 
ber is a big decision-making time 
because networks must determine 
if they will pay for a full season’s 
worth of shows. 

Other series that the Cancel- 
lation Bear suggests not getting 
attached to are the CBS comedy 
“Partners,” ABC’s “Last Resort” 
and “666 Park Avenue,” and the 
NBC comedy “Up All Night.” 

Gorman and Seidman, who 
started the site in 2007 to report 
news on television ratings, said 
people follow their favorite shows 
like they would sports teams, and 
are increasingly savvy about the 
business of entertainment.
